f *r. Edison's Ideas on Radium. 

Thomaa A. Edison has evolved and 
announced a theory which he believe* 
solves the problem’that has been pit* 
eling scientists ever since the die- 
fy'ery made by Madame Curie of 
the peculiar properties of radium end the 
kindred substances uranium end thor- 
lum. The phenomenon presented by 
these substances, as is generally known, 
is their apparent property of giving off 
•ctinie rays of peculiar chemical proper¬ 
ties, somewhat similar to the Roentgen 
rays, without any apparent loss of ener¬ 
gy or bulk. Basea on these observed 
phenomena several new theories of mat¬ 
ter have been put forward, all of which 
accept as a fact the apparent origin of 
the energy within the substances them¬ 
selves. 

Ed|»on*» theory eliminates this 
contradiction of accepted natural laws, 
and indicates the possibility that the en¬ 
ergy emitted by radium is merely re¬ 
flected, as it were, from some unknown 
source. 

**I made extensive experiments 

with the Roentgen ray and with radi¬ 
um,” said Mr. Edison to a representative 
of “Harper's Weekly,” “and have come 
to the conclusion that these now sub¬ 
stances are not ths sources of energy, 
but are rendered fluorescent by the ac¬ 
tion of some hitherto undetected ether 
vibration or ray. Ju*«t as the Roentgen 
ray and the Herzian wave remained un¬ 
dreamed of for centuries after the phe¬ 
nomena of sound, light and heat were 
well understood, so It is not only pot- 
•ibis but extremely probable that’ there 
are other rays in the Immense gam’ll 
from sound to ultra-violet which wc have 
not vet discovered. In ray own experi 
ments I have found that the ordinary 
electric arc when raised to an extremeh 
high temperature gives off a ray which 
render# oxalate of lithium highly fluores¬ 
cent. In the same way the Roentgen ray 
renders platinum-baryum-cyanide, lung 
state of calcium, and cupro-eysnide o 
potassium highly fluorescent*—that L 
the X-ray eets up in these substances r 
condition of activity which results in tin 
emission from them of actinic rays cud c 
■mall amount of heat. 

“My theory of redio-ettivity is thn 
the rays which the new elements cmi 
are set up in the same way, the sub 
stances being rendered fluorescent b; 
some form of ether vibration which i 
iriftoubtcdly all-pervading, but has no 
yet been isolated or measured, and whirl 
may have some extra-planetary origin 
To accept any other theory is to deelar 
one's belief ia perpetual motion, in gol 
ting something for nothing. 

"It is not at all strange that only tw< 
or three substances have yet been foun< 
which exhibit this phenomenon, os ther 
are only three substances .known whir 
are rendered fluorescent by the Rocnl 
gen ray. It is a peculiar coincident 
moreover, that the only one of the know 
fluorescent substances that is ever foun. 
fn its natural state, tung-state of ea’ 
cium, is always more or less closely a> 
sodated with pitchblende, from whir 
all the radium so far mode b&j been e> 
treated. 

"I believe this theory Is capable o 
proof, but I shall be content to let eonu 
one else prove it. I am through for 
time with experiments in radio-activity 
Two of my assistants have been inaime. 
for life bv their close association wilt 
the Roentgen rays, and I myself hav 
J^e ?re bally out* of focu* and a.u *uffw 
!ng from severe stomach disturbance 
from the came cause. The new dark 
room laboratory which I have just cou 
pleted for enich* experiments will reman 
unused or be converted to some othc

Inasmuch as drunkards aro among 
those who cannot inherit the king¬ 
dom of God, wo cannot be too ear¬ 
nest in our offorts to present the 
Lord Jesus Christ to them as the 
One who loves even them and is ablo 
and roady to save them and the 
only Ono who can do it, but wo 
must not forgot that thieves, the 
covetous revilors, extortioners and 
all unbelievers are listed with drunk¬ 
ards and murderers us all on thoir 
way to the lake which burnoth with 
fire and brimstono, which is tho sec¬ 
ond death (l Cor. vi., 9. 10; Rev. 
xxi., 8), but since some such sinners 
have been washed, sunetifled and jus¬ 
tified in the name of tho Lord Jesus 
(1 Cor. vi., 11) others may. and it 
Is for those who know the gospel to 
give it quickly and earnestly to all 
who have not yet received it. 

As I write these notes (April 22. 
1908), 1 huve before me S. H. Had¬ 
ley's Invitation to attend his twen¬

On motion of Councillors Ming and 
Lapum his resignation was accepted. 

A by-law appointing a Medical 
Health Officer for the balance of the 
current term was read a first, second 
and third time, sigued, sealed and 
dually pasted. Dr. Cowan was 
appointed. Tbo salary which goes 
with this cffice is §75 a year. 

After the by-law had been passed it 
was slated at the council board tha* 
the reason of Dr. Simpson’s refusal to 
act wus simply because bis instructions 
as Medical Health Officer were not 
carried out. For instance, tho law 
requires that a house placarded for a 
contageous disease, the placard must 
remain upon the house some six weeks, 
whereas it had been iemoted after ten 
days. To'prevent the spreading of 
scarlet fever aud such diseases it was 
necessary that the law be strictly 
carried out, and aj this was not done 
he did not wish to act and thereby be 
held responsible. 

Mr. Fred Smith, of the firm of J. F. 
Smith & Son, addressed the council. 
He had a griovat.ee concerning the 
licensing of meat markets. During 
the winter Itis firm had to cut aud 
store a large quantity of ice for sum¬ 
mer use in their butcher shop, which 
was no small expense. If persons 
applying for a license were allowed to 
pay for them quarterly, instead of 
yearly (in advance) they would only 
carry on tho business during the 
winter months when there was very 
little expense connect*d with it, aud 
would theng^rop it during the summer 
months when a large quantity of ice 
was used for the keeping of tho 
meats, which would not be fair to the 
business man who conducted a meat 
marke*. the year round. He also 
stated that one man had been carrying 
on a butcher business since last 
Friday, and had no license at all, and 
he hoped the council would look into 
this matter. 

Moved by Councillors Madole and 
Ming that the chairman of Printing 
aud By-Law Committee take im¬ 
mediate steps to have all meat men 
comply with the town by-law con¬ 
cerning meat markets. 

At the last meeting of the council 
the following motion was introduced, 
but was declared out of order by the 
chairman as the seconder of the motion 
was absent. Coun. Lapum again 
brought the motion before the council. 
Following is the motion ; 

Moved by Coun. Lapnm, seconded 
by Coun. Madole, that a special com¬ 
mittee composed of the Fire, Water and 
Light Committee and the Uhairman 
of Finance v bo appointed to report to 
this council as soon as may be done, 
a general plan for an efficient system 
of electric lighting, public aud private, 
within the town, together with an 
estimate of tho cost of such a system 
new and complete, to be operated either 
by water or steam. Also to report 
what would bo the present cash value 
of the existing electric lighting plants 
in the town and operating plant, 
separately, for the purpose of incor¬ 
porating the same in such an up-to- 
date and efficient system as the com¬ 
mittee may recommend, together with 
an estimate of tho cost of making such 
consolidations and improvements. 
Also to report tho present cash value 
of the Napanee Gas Plant as a going 
concern, and an estimate of the amount 
which would be required to place the 
same in thorough repair and furnish 
the same with the latest approved 
equipment. In estimating the value 
of this plant consideration to be given 
to the expenditure necessary for im¬ 
provements, and to the net earning 
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. of the plant in the existing 
l after such expenditure is ineurrea 
Details of such estimate to be included 
in tbs report. That the committee be 
empowered to engage an independent 
1 expert to advise them in making such 
plans and estimates and as to the 
value of the existing plants, etc., for 
the purposes of the town. That the 
committee also leport the amount of 
paid up capital stock and the bonded 
mortgage, or liability against the 
plant of each of the existing eleotric 
and gas companies, and the details of 
the plant inside and outside the town, 
separately, represented by such capital 
investment, and an estimate of the 
present value of each such plant as a 
going concern. 

Councillors Waller and Ming moved 
in amendment that all the words in 
motion following the word “that” in 
the second line, be struck out, and 
that the following be substituted ; 

That the town solicitor be instructed 
to demand what franchise the Napanee 
Electric Light Co are working under.” 

Chairman Lowry declared the 
amendment out of order. 

The original motion was carried on 
the following division.

The native ladies have conceived a 
remarkable longing for telegraph 
wire. They And that nothing so 
completely adorns their scantily 
draped persons us a few yards of tel¬ 
egraph wire wound around their 
waists and serving ns u girdle. 

Tho toilet of no fashionable) bello 
is complete without it. They wind 
It around their bodies and permit it 
to remuin, in spite of tho discomfort 
it inflicts in tho hours of slumber. 

No telegraph wire us yet hus been 
imported to meet this fashionable de¬ 
mand. The result is that the stocks 
of wire brought into the country for 
tho solo ptrfpOK' of stringing on polos 
weie wickodly depleted until the au¬ 
thorities became fully awtue ifiat tel¬ 
egraph wire was the rnge of the 
hour. 

In tho interest of clocuie ionum% 
ication the whites now keep their 
wiie under lock and key arid hold the 
tribal chiefs responsible for tho integ¬ 
rity of the telegraph lines thiough 
their territories. 

Tho officials have also had trouble 
to reserve tholr supply of railroad 
iron for its proper purposes.

Polygamy is the re¬ 
cognized sign of wealth and there 
is not a spark of sentimentality in 
the relations between the sexes. 

Every girl and woman is regarded 
us pro{>erty as much ns cattle; and 
curiously enough the idea of proper¬ 
ty in human beings is carried further 
than among most tribes. The Wale- 
umha hold that their juve. ile son* 
also ate property. 

If a father pleases he may sell Ms 
little hoy ha a ►lave, und this fixes 
the hoy's sociul status for life. As 
a rule, the boys are not sold unlcsa 
tho father is oppressed by poverty, 
but he has u right to sell them. 

A while ago there wus u severe 
famine in the country of the Wak- 
amba tribe; and as there was not 
food enough to go round a great 
many of the wdves, with the full 
consent of their husbands, abandon¬ 
ed their straw huts and went to live 
with the Indians who had been im¬ 
ported from Bombay to work on the 
railroad. The Wakamba 

DID NOT MIND THIS AT ALL,_ 
and to this day they have not at¬ 
tempted to recover their women, but 
they have recently discovered that 
they have property rights among the 
Indians of which they wish to be 
placed in possession.

There is only one right way to 
cook un egg, and that is not the 
one usually pursued. Generally the 
eggs are dropped into boiling water 
and boiled for from three to four 
minutes. Tho white is hard and 
practically indigestible in conse¬ 
quence. Egg albumen coaguUtes at 
a temperature considerably below the 
boiling point. The proper way is 
to put the eggs in cold water and 
gradually h«ut it. By the time the 
boiling point is reached the eggs 
will be done. Or. drop the eggs in 
boiling water and set them where 
the water will keep hot but will not 
boil.

POLICIES FROM THE SLOT. 

Latest Insurance Office in an Au¬ 
tomatic Machine. 

It will shortly be possible to ob¬ 
tain an accident Insurance policy by 
moans of a penny-in-the-slot automa¬ 
tic machine, says an English ex¬ 
change. The machine is fraud-proof, 
and has tho appearance of a clock 
in the glass case. When the penny 
is dropped into tho slot and a handle 
drawn forward, a sharpened pencil 
drops out and an opening is disclos¬ 
ed, upon which the customer signs 
Ms name. Tho handle Is then push¬ 
ed back, the space closes, an insur¬ 
ance policy is issued, and against 
the signature iryside the machine is 
printed the date and exact time of 
issue. 

If the purchaser meets with an ac¬ 
cident within seven days of the issue 
of the policy, ho applies to the Law 
Accident Insurance, and if his name 
is on the register he receives a week¬ 
ly allowance for five weeks. Anyone 
will be able to insure up to the 
amount of his weekly wage—each 
penny invested providing 10s. pet- 
week. 

Attached to each policy are four 
coupons, and on presentation of these 
to tradesmen in the neighborhood of 
the machine, a discount of one penny 
in the shilling on all goods bought 
up to four shillings will be allowed

AIBSHIP RECORD. 

Covered 24 Miles in a Bee Line 
in Less Than Two Hours. 

A despatch from Paris says: The 
airship of Pierre Lebaudy on Thure- 
^ day made a voyage from Molsson to 
j Paris, a distance of 34 miles, in a 
bee-line in one hour and forty min¬ 
utes. It is claimed that this eclipses 
the performance of Santos-Dumont’e 
airship, and establishes a record.

•been know to tear apart brick walls 
in order to get at the mortar. The 
cause of this unnatural craving is 
not well understood. It may be 
due in part to a lack of ash In the 
food ; for, as has already been 
stated, a hog may be getting all the 
gnain he can eat and yet be partial¬ 
ly starved, because certain require¬ 
ments of the system are insufficiently 
supplied. It ha* been attributed by 
some to the presence of intestinal 
worms; and by others to some form 
of Indigestion. Whatever may be the 
part played In the animal economy 
by these substances, one thing is 
clear, that, when they are supplied, 
hogs are healthier, eat better, thrive 
better, and. consequently «

PRACTICAL CATTLE FEEDING. 

I always have a lot of cattle on 
hand so I can begin feeding just as 
soon aa I can got green corn, writes 
Mr. E. J. Waterstripe. I want it in 
tho roasting ear stage. Then I cut 
and haul to the cattle and scatter 
on the grass. I always want to 
havo my steers on a good pasture, 
as 1 get the greatest and cheapest 
gains by feeding on grass. Grass in 
connection with corn is the cheapest 
feed for producing gain. 1 begin 
feeding about August 1 to lO. I 
continue to feed this way as long as 
the stalks and blades remain green, 
or os long as the cattle care to eat 
the blades which will depend upon 
the condition of the grass. If I have 
good grass 1 do not feed too heavily, 

1 want to get all out of the grass I 
can and in this way I do it. 

After the blades become dry I 
pick the corn and feed in troughs, 
and at the same time let the cattle 
run on grass. 1 leave on grass as 
long as possible, for I claim there is 
where the greatest profit lies. I alto 
seo that our experiment stations say 
that tho greatest guins ore made or 
rather' the cheapest aro made while 
feeding on grass. 

1 have no special time to sell my 
cattle, but nearly always sell from 
November 15 to May 1. I have se¬ 
cured a good profit by making u 
short food, but sometimes if I have 
plenty of corn it pays to feed longer 
and makes prime cattle. I do not 
know which has the moFt advantag¬ 
es, as conditions vary. The best 
way is to study the market condi¬ 
tions and the amount of corn you 
have on liand and use your best 
Judgment. 

1 like to feed young cattle. I would 
not feed a steer that is over two 
years. I prefer yearlings and calves. 
These give mu the greatest gains. 
Our experiment stations have also 
proved that tho cheapest gains aro 
from the youngest cattle. Then 1 
lirul they will bring Just as much on 
the market as older cattle if in the 
same condition. 

By feeding in this way, the cattle 
at first get used to the corn with the 
grass, and as tho corn becomes hard¬ 
er they get accustomed to it. If I 
feed later than 1 havo grass, I put 
the cattle up .in a smaller lot, and 
give hay with the corn. I prefer 
hay with as much clover os possible, 
or even clear clover. They have a 
shod with plenty of bedding and all 
the pure water they want. Take 
note that I said pure water.

It has been the 
habit to acqoieace in this state of 
things as inevitable, in view of the 
competition of banks and express 
companies. Bat *9 the Post Office 
bad in it* power to extend its agencies 
among the people to an extent qui(e 
impossible to any private concern, Sit 
William resolved to see what coaid be 
dene to put tbe service in a mor* 
healthy condition. He opened office* 
in all directions, tbe only questions h 
asked being whether the communitie 
he proposed to serve were important 
enough to appreciate the service, and 
whether the postmasters were com¬ 
petent to attend to the business. In 
1896 there were 1,310 Mooey Order 
offices in the Dominion, lu 1902 the 
number 2.0G6, an increase of 756. A 
careful study was made of the chargee 
for Money Order.*, and by judicious 
reductions and readjustments, the rate 
was put on a footing much mo e 
attractive to the public. Negotiations 
were opened with Great Britain and 
our ne«M»r. neighbors, the United 
Stares and Newfoundland, with a view 
to simplifying the machinery for the 
transaction of this class of business, 
and to have the domestic rates in 
Canada carry orders to any point in 
the territory of these countries and 
vice versa. Great Britaiu has not 
beeu able to meet the Canadian 
advances so far, but convention* have 
beeu entered upon with the United 
States and Newfoundland providing 
fully for the objects aimed at. The 
results of these several ameliorations 
noon made themselves felt. As already 
stated, the total mcreasein the amount 
of the Money Orders for the six years 
between 1890 and 1896 was 9 per cent. 
During the following six years, that 
is, between 1896 and 1902, the umouut 
of Money Orders Issued has increased 
by 80 per cent, 

But that is not all. While taking 
measures to popularizj the Money 
Order system, the Postmaster-General 
also had provision mad** for an order 
by means of which small sums can he 
transmitted with uafety. and yet with¬ 
out some of the formalities by which 
the Money Order service is surrounded. 
The "postal note” was designed to meet 
this want, it is issued at 6184 of the 
10,150 offices in the Dominion. Though 
only in its fourth yey, there were 
1,012,091 of these pj.sttT notes issued 
in the year ondtd 30th dune. 1!K)2, for 
*XRfogato value of $1,702,470. Taking 
the Money Order and Postal Note 
busiuea together for 1903, it stands 
thus by comparison with the Money 
Order business aloue in 1896, there 
being then no such th-ng as a postal 
note : —

1903.28,91)0,000 

In other words, there has been an 
increase of 120 j»er c*it. The public 
has been greatly conveniencrd and the 
Post Office revenues have gained—the 
result not of starving the service, hut 
of conducting it on business principles. 

Another great boon, thn reduction of 
the rates of letter postage, has been 
worked out for us by Sir William 
Mulock. In 1898 a conference was 
held in lvondcn at his instance to 
consider the question of establishing a 
specially low inter Imperial rate, the 
upshot being liiut it was decided to 
reduce the existing rate on ail letters 
passing within the Empire from 5 
cents to 2 coots per half-ounce. This 
came into ♦ fleet on Christmas, 1898. 
Oil the 1st January, 1899, the domestic 
rate on letters was reduced from 3 cents 
to 2 cents per our.ee, and \inder th 
terms of the convention with the 
Unit* d States, this late carries letters 
to all purts of that country. At the

reduce the existing rate on ail letters 
passing within the Empire from 5 
cents to 2 coots per half-ounce. TUH 
came into < fleet on Christmas, 1898. 
On the 1st January, 1899, the domestic 
rate on letters was reduced from 3 cents 
to 2 cents per ounce, and "under th 
terms of the convention with the 
Uuit*d States, this iate carries letters 
to all parts of that country. At the 
Imperial conference in London in 1902 
Sir William induced Great Britain and 
many British colonies to accept for 
delivery Canadian newspapers posted 
within Canada at the domestic rates 
in \ oguo here. 

A Postmaster-General who reduces 
the rates of postage and yet makes the 
department pay, whereas formerly it 
was run at a heavy loss, deserves at 
least *ome thanks. That the cry of 
“he has starved the seivice” is absurd 
and untrud is demonstrated to super¬ 
fluity by the statistics of the organi¬ 
zation. Between 1896 and 1903, the 
number of post offices has increased 
from 9,103 to 10,150, or 12 per cent.; 
the miles of travel annually with tbe 
mails has increased from 30,551,683 to 
35,509,412. The increase is 4,957,729' 
or 16 per cent. It is worth noting 
that this increase for the seven years 
between 1896 and 1903 is 161.284 miles 
greater than the increase for the seven 
years prior to 1896. The number of 
Money Order and Postal Note offices 
has increased by 372 per cent., that is, 
from 1,310 to 6,184- The number of 
Savings llailk^as increased from 755 
to 934. The numb rof articles carried 
in the mails which in 1896 was 177,- 
178,135, has increased to 312,221,740 
or 76 per cent. The Savings Bank 
transactions increased from 242,619 to 
286,012, or 38 per cent. The number 
of open accounts which in 1890 was 
126,442 had increased in 1903 to 167,- 
023, or 32 per cent. 

The linancial aspects of the ca*o art 
perhaps the most satisfactory of all, 
The special auditors reported that on 
the 30th June, 1890, there was a 
deficit of $7sl,152. ATter the present 
Postmaster-General had been in tffice 
for two years, the deficit was reduced 
to $47,602. At this point, the great 
reductions in the postage rates took 
place—60 per cent, on letters through¬ 
out the Empire and 33S per cent cn 
letters within Canada and to the 
United Stales—and the immediate con- 
sequence was a considerable decline in 
tho revenue. 'Three years afttr the 
rales were reduced, however, the 
revenue recovered, and in 1902 the 
Postmaster-General was able to an¬ 
nounce a surplus of $5,109. This 
small surplus was converted into the 
rnagniiicient one of $395,316 in 190ST, if 
tho Yukon service which was not in 
existence in 1896, be excluded from 
consideration. Eveu including that 
expensive aud unremuueratiM service, 
the surplus over all is $292,702. 

The Post Office Department, exjand- 
ed, purified aud resting throughout on 
sound business principles, is now self- 
sustaining. Every one who values 
good work allows that Sir William 
•Mulock deserves well at the hands of 
the people.

BIO OTCOKES TnrCOMjnECTED

Some Governments and * Largo 
Corporations Pay Good 
Salaries. 

As Speaker of the House of Lords, 
the Lord Chancellor gets $20,000 a 
year. As judge he gets another 
$80,000, making the comfortable to¬ 
tal of $50,000 as one year's in¬ 
come. A similar amount Is paid 
yearly to the Bishop of London and 
to the Archbishop of York, while the 
Archbishop of Canterbury receives 
the largest yearly payment that the 
State makes to anyone below the 
Royal Family in England—namely, 
$75,000 a year. 

Yet these salaries, paid by the 
richest country, compare but poorly 
with those which public functionar¬ 
ies receive in the realm generally 
looked upon as nearest bankruptcy. 
The Turkish Minister of Finance has 
$39,000 a year, the Minister of For¬ 
eign Affairs $44,000, and the Grand 
Vizier $66,400. Even he, however, is 
less well paid than the official who 
is in charge of the Admiralty, and 
who manages the few rusty old brok¬ 
en-down ships dignified by the name 
of the Turkish fleet. His salary Is 
$84,000 a year, and the pickings are 
so plentiful that the present holder 
is said to have piled up the neat lit¬ 
tle fortune of $12,000,000. 

TILE BEST-PAID STATESMAN. 

Without doubt, however, the best 
paid statesman on earth is the 
Grand Vizier of Morocco. The whole 
revenue of the country passes through 
his hands, and Ben Homed, the re¬ 
cently deceased holder of the Vizler- 
ttte. left a sum equal to nearly 
twenty millions. It was stored in 
gold bullion in the cellars of his 
palace at Marakesh 

Compared with riches such as those 
of these Eastern statesmen, the $50,- 
000 which the President of the Unit¬ 
ed Statss receives is a poor sum, 
even though it is backed by free 
residence in the White House, and a 
handsome allowance for entertaining 
foreigners of distinction. 

The President of France is some¬ 
what better off. His salary Is $120,- 
O00 a year, and his allowances are 
on a most generous scale, amount¬ 
ing. indeed, to u sum equal to his 
salary. He thus may be said to 
be paid at the rote of $240,000 a 
year, which is almost $5,000 a week. 
The Governor-General of India gets 
only half this amount. 

A very few years ago the great in¬ 
comes of State officials were looked 
upon with envy as quite unapproach¬ 
able by salaried workers in private 
life. To-duy there are a number of 
the latter whoso emoluments abso¬ 
lutely dwarf even such a salary as 
that of the President of France. 

2200,000 A YEAR! 

There is a man who received an 
offer of the large salary of $200,000 
!a year, and, incredible as it may 
j seem, refused it. This is Herr Bal- 
i lin, the gifted German who is nun- 
, aging-director of the Humburg- 
| American line of steamers. The of- 
! ttr was mode to him by the heads 
of the Anglo-American Shipping 
'Trust, if he would become director 
I of that corporation. 

I A dozen years ago the public hod 
never heard of Mr. Clinton Daw¬ 
kins. Then he became Mr. Goschen’s 
] private secretary, and in 1895 Secre¬ 
tary of Finance in Egypt. There, 
and later on in India, he made a 
great name as a financial expert. 
His fame attracted tho notice of the 
heads of one of the biggest private 
banks in the world—that of J. S. 
Morgan and Co. He now draws 
$250,000 a year in their service. His 
is said to be the biggest salary paid 
I by any bank. There are not more 
than three bank managers in Eng¬ 
land who got one-fifthy of Mr. Daw- 
skin’s salary.

A kw years ago it was not un¬ 
common to hear wise people depre¬ 
cate what they called ‘ the railroad 
building craze." remarks the Phila¬ 
delphia lodger. The earlier trans¬ 
continental roads had been success¬ 
fully constructed, but it was uncer- 
tain whether they would be profit¬ 
able. As for the multiplying short 
lines, many of them would certainly 
be abandoned. In 1835 there had 
in existence only 1,400 miles 
of track; in 1890 there were 354.000 
miles; and it was hard to see where 
new lines could be built. There was 
a limit to the world’s need of rail¬ 
roads, and the limit had been reach¬ 
ed. 

The fact is that to-day railroad 
road building is in its infancy. Since 
the century began a line more than 
twice as long as any before existing 

ths Siberian railroad—traversing 
the breadth of tho largest continent 
In this most deserted and unknown 
part, has been opened. Yet this 
line, colossal as is its length, is des¬ 
tined to be only a link in a chain of 
railroads bung about the globe and 
gathering the farthest regions into 
a vast system by which the traveller 
may pass overland the length and 
breadth of the earth 

The Cape-to-Cairo road is rapidly 
becoming a fact. The Rhodesian 
lines stretch far up into the Dark 
Continent; the Zambesi has already 
been reached. The track is creeping 
down from Egypt. Traffic is pass¬ 
ing over 3,000 out of the 6.000 miles 
of the route. 

ACROSS AUSTRALIAN CONTIN¬

The Government of tho Common¬ 
wealth is throwing a lino across 
Australia from tho cities in its south 
to Port Darwin in the extreme north. 
One-half of this road is in operation. 
For the construction of the remain¬ 
der. which it is estimated will cost 
125,000.000, the Government pro¬ 
poses to give a private corporation 
79,000,000 acres of land. It is sti¬ 
pulated that the connection across 
the continent must be complete in 
eight years.

American railroad, which will be the

Captain Joseph Li I la rg'. one of t:.t 
early plk>t-s of the Mugno in River, v. s 
noted for his coiimere six coxing. In. 
the winter of 1834 lie experienced t'-e 
following a ih mm re. which i* recorded 1:1 
the “History of Sto:>ml»o.t t Navigation on 
the Missouri River,” by Mr. II. M. Chit¬ 
tenden. He hnd occasion to cross tlio ^ 
river, which was frozen deep. There was 
a path across, which ran between two 
largo air holes through the ice. The 
weather was extremely cold, and a bliz¬ 
zard had already begun. 

Captain La Barge wrapped himself 
in a blanket coat, held tight to his body 
by a belt, and was armed with a rifle 
tomahawk and knife. He felt confident 
of crossing all right, for the distance* 
waa short, and lie knew the way so well 
that Iip felt as if he could follow it 
blindfolded. In fact, that was practi¬ 
cally his situation, for the wind drove 
the snow into his face so violently that 
it was Impossible to lock ahead, (let¬ 
ting his bearing* as well ns he could, 
he started on a slow run in face of th? 
blinding storm. 

It was in any ease a reckless perform¬ 
ance, considering the existence of the 
airholes near the path; but La Barge 
was not given to fearing future dangers, 
and forged boldly ahead. For once his 
confidence deceived him. All of a sud¬ 
den he plunged headlong into the river. 

He instantly Tsalized that he woe in 
one of the air holes, but which one? If 
ft was the lower one he was certainly 
lost, for the swift current had borne 
him under the ice before he come to the 
surface If it was the upper hole, he 
might float to the lower.

But now a r»w peril awaited 
him. Tlio storm was ut its height 
the cold int< rue, and his clotbini: 
was drenched through. The bat! 
which he had received had not 

chill'd him much, for the water gnu 
warmer th-n the air outside, end hb 
exertions would have kept him warm 
anyway, but out in the wind the chaqcc- 
were that he would freeze if he did not 
quickly roach a fire. Hastily recovering j 
his bearings, he set out anew, and ha<i 
the good furtune to reach the post with 
out further trouble.
